the  shore  of  the  beauti- 
ful Napanee  River. 

Her  marriage  to  the 
late  Manford  Garrison 
in  1916  followed  a  trend 
of  the  times,  when  the 
pretty  young  rural 
school  teacher  boarded 
in  the  community  at 
the  homes  of  local  farm 
families.  The  former 
Cora  Matthews  of  Bath 
chose  to  stay  at  the 
home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Elias  Garrison  where  a 
romance  bloomed  with 
their  son  Manford. 

Following  their  mar- 
riage, they  lived  with 
Manford's  parents  for 
several  years  caring  for 
them  in  their  old  age. 
"We  did  lots  of  hard 
work  in  those  days  — 
getting  up  early  in  the 
morning  to  milk  our 
cows  by  hand,  raising 
pigs,  ducks  and 
chickens,  but  I  really 
enjoyed  being  able  to
